Statement of soivives for which the decorations have be< n 
awarded . — .On the morning of the 20th May 1010, a verv 
daring robbery with murder took place on Richey Road in 
Ahmedabad City. Three notorious Sindhi dacoits carrying 
revolvers and pistols waylaid a van belonging to the Central 
Bank of India After shooting dead the driver and wound- 
ing another employee of the Bank, they fired two more 
shots at the retreating cashier and thon got into the van 
and drove it away through the crowded street 

Hearing the report of the revolver shots, Head Constable 
Takhatsing Kalyansing, who wag proceeding towards the 
Fernnndiz Bridge Police Ohowkey guessed that something 
serious had happened and although unarmed immediatah 
mounted his' cycle and pursued the van The tobbers worn 
firing at random in ordei to scare away the public, but the 
Head Constable continued the chase undaunted He could 
not, however, keep pace with the motor van and lagged 
a certuin distance behind it After about three-quarteis 
of a mile, the van developed carburettor trouble and came 
to a stop on the Relief Road. The robbers jumped out oi 
the van and made a dash dowu Cheoknutha Hoad. They 
then seized cycles belonging to pedestrians and rode off 
As they reached Mirzapur Road, one ot the robbers lost his 
balance and fell off his cycle, and his revolver was thrown 
on the road. This attracted the attention of Hoad 
Constable Lalkhsn Dadumia who happened to be passing 
b.y and he immediately threw himself on the robbei. The 
latter however, extricated himself aud ijuicklv recovering 
his revolver fired three shots at Head Constable Lalkhnu 
Dadumia, one of which wounded him Anotlioi member 
of the gang then came to the roscuo of his accomplice and 
fired a shot ut I he Head Constable A struggle ensued 

Jn the meantime Head Constable Takhatsing Kalyansing 
surmising that the robbers had gone towards the Post 
Office rode in that direction aud crime upon them on (die 
Mirzapur Road struggling with Head Constable Lulkluin 
Dudumia. Takhatsing imrned’atcriy threw aside bis cycle 
and, taking a stick from the hand of a passerby, stmek 
one of the robbers u powerful blow on (he bend The 
tobher turned on him and shot him in the neck— f he ballet 
entering from the right side of Takhatsing^ neck and 
coming out on the left side of his back. Still undaunted, 
Takhatsing grappled with him aided by Head Constable 
Lalkhan. The robber shot at Lnlkban also, but he and 
Takhatsing did not let go, nor did they relax their grip 
when the fiist robber desperately tired thioe shots into the 
struggling group mortally wounding Head Constable 
Lalkhan and injuring the second robbei Abandoning his 
accomplice, the first robber then made off’ on his cycle and 
is still at large The third member of the gang was also 
arrested by the Polioe aided by members of the public 

Head Constable Lalkhan succumbed to his wounds two 
days after the incident. He had been shat through (he 
head and the abdomen as w r oll as through the left forearm 

Throughout this encounter Head Constable Takhat&mg 
Kalyansing and Head Constable Lalkhan Dadmnia dis- 
played great resolution and exemplary devotion to dutv 
Though themselves unarmed they did not hesitate to tackle 


two armed despemdoeb and despite griovoub wounds they* 
continued the struggle with conspicuous and sustained *• 
gallantly. 

These awards are made for gallantry under regulation 0(a)

Road, 
turning left near the Novelty Talkies. In tho meantime, 
Head Constublo Takhatsing Kalyansing who was chasing 
the robbers shouted tor assistance and Unarmed Head 
Constable Dinknrprasad Jethalul of the Criminal Investi- 
gation Department . Ahmedabad, hearing bis shout, inter- 
cepted one of the robbers and caught hold of him. One 
of tfie othei robbei s howovei tinned hack to re -cue his 
accomplice and finding him firmly held by the Head Const- 
able shot at the latter severely wounding him in the face 
Head Constable Dinkarprusad Jethalal collapsed on the 
road and was later removed to hospital The robbers 
made good theii escape towards the Mirzapur Policy 
Chovvkev, but one of them was subsequently apprehended 
bv Head Constables Takhatsing Kalyansing and Lg^hurtv 
Dudumia, and a third member of the gang was iBteted 
by the Police aided bv members of the public 

Head Constable Dinkarprasnd Jethalal boldly and cour- 
ageously responded to the ahum of the Head Constable 
Takhatsing and although himself unarmed did not hesitate 
to tackle these desperadoes. His devotion to duty wnR

By Notification No LR-2(216)/IV, dated Ihe 18th 
Augusl 1949 the industrial dispute between the Pearl 
Assurance Company Li , Calcutta, and their employees 
was refei rod to this Tribunal for adjudication. 

It is necessary in limine to state shortly certain ante- 
cedent and material facts bearing on this adjudioatio^kBy 
a Notification of January 1948 the disputes between the 
emp’oyees of some 267 commercial firms in Calcutta and 
then employers were referred bv the Provincial Govern- 
ment of West Bengal to adjudication under the Industrial /, 
Disputes Act; and this Insurance Company was one of the 
parties to lint adjudication The Tribunal, to which the 
267 References were committed, hereinafter referred to as 
Ihe Mercantile Tribunal decided to consider in the first, 
instance ihe cases of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce ^ 
and of Tatas; and it was agreed that the decision of the 
Mercantile Tribunal as io these two cases would bo regard- 
ed us ihe norm to be made applicable to the other eon- 
corns according to the requirements of each case. The 
award of the Mercantile Tribunal in the cases of the 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce and Tata Iron & Steel 
Company and their employees has been published by the 
Government of West Bengal, and has established the 
general wage structure applicable mutatis mutandis to the 
other concerns before that Tribunal That principal award 
in fact has been duly applied by the same Tribunal with 
necessary variations to the cases of soveral, but not all, 
Insurance Companies before it'; no award had been made 
by that Tribunal as to ibis and a few other Insurance Com- 
munes prior to the promulgation of the Ordinance by which 
Insurance became a Central subject for the purposes of 
the Industrial Disputes Act. This Tribunal will therefore 
have to consider what ought to be the answers to the 
issues now raised by this Insurance Company before it. *, 

1 have no doubt that it would be unwise for me to 
depart, even if T were so minded, from the gen<^| con-* 
elusions of the Mercantile award which has already been 
applied to several insurance companies in Calcutta'; basic 
uniformity in wage structure is desirable in order that 
conflict of decisions in the same area may be avoided; 
ihiH of course does not moan that variation of detail to 
suit individual concerns is excluded.

slightly lesser rate has been fixed where the circumstances 
justified it In the case before me, the Gompnnv has a 
Contributory Provident Bund ot 5 per cent., and has been 
paying interest at the late ot 8| per cent., which is not 
guaranteed It is too late in the day now to question the 
propiiety of giving to employees a Provident Fund td 
which the employer hab to contfibute as much as 10 per 
cent.; it has been so decided by the Mercantile Tribunal 
and has been applied to most of the concerns, and it would 
be regarded as iudividious if the same principle was not 
applied to this Company. Whatever my own views on 
the subject may be_, I feel that in the interest of unifor- 
mity, and with a view to avoiding discrimination between 
employees similarly situated, I cannot bul follow the 
10 per cent, formula. There are furthermore no circum- 
stances in respeet of this Company which would justify 
a reduction from ten to eight and one-third per cant, as 
has been suggested by the Employers.

As regards bonus in the nature ot gratuity, it has been 
the practice of Calcutta lirms to give a month’s pay us 
annual bonus, generally at the time ot the Pujahs -L'hia 
Company has been following (hat practice and has no 
intention ot departing tioru it. bailing any untow.nd 
circumstance. The employees accept this nshuranco, and 
the issue is answered accordingly. 

(c) Eetinng Benefits . — Aocoiduig to the Mercantile 
award, as sunsequentjy applied by t ho Meieantile Tribunal 
to several Insuiaueo Companies, tbe Provident Fund is 
to be constituted out ot 10 per < out, of the employees 
salary with a contubution ui a like amount by the 
employ eis, and in the ease ol the subordinate (Mass IV 
staff the percentage is to bt six and a quarter. The Com- 
pany states that it is unable to pay mote than 5 per cent., 
arid points out that it allows interest up to 3^ pci eenl on 
the total amount in the Provident Fund. The employees 
iimc that the Company is piecuided from raising tho plea 
d^Pineapacity, and rofm to nil order of the previous 
Tribunal on this point, 1 have seen tho ordei and it 
supports tbe view of the employees on this point Apart 
from this, bowevei, the Company cm lies on business at 
several places in India, and according to tbo Company’s 
ct|Se the Calcutta olfioe aloDe has been woikiug at a loss 
td the overall picture of the Company’s activities thiough- 
out the world, the Company ib noi only well known arid 
soundly established, bul has been earning substantial 
profits. It would be manifestly wrong m principle to 
decide upon the financial capacity of the Company by 
limiting the investigation to the affaus of the Calcutta 
bmneh; it would be more appropriate to tako into account 
the firm’s activities over a < ommoroiul region like the 
whole of India in order to judge its financial position; and 
on that basis the Company bus no ground foi pleading 
incapacity to pay the advances to bo given by this award. 

As to what the rate of contributions to the Provident 
Fund of this Company should be is, of course, another 
matter. The Mercantile award raised the contribution to 
10 per cent of basic salary, and this decision as I have 
said before, has been applied to many but not to all of tho 
insurance companies before the Mercantile Tribunal. A 


II is urged before me by tbe Union that I should order 
the payment of gratuity on retirement to the members Of 
the i lyrical staff at the rato of a month’s pay for every 
yom >f service, and for the members of tbe subordinate 
staff at the rate of 15 days pay for each year ot service, 
upto the date of the commencement of this award, on the 
basis that the employees had been deprived ot their just 
due m the past in the shape of an adequate Provident 
Fund.

RESOLUTION 
Tariffs 

NeiO ftflhi, ihe 14th, January 1950 

No. 18(4)T.B./49. —In tho Government of India, Depart- 
ment o± Commerce, Resolution No. 218-T(55)/45, dal ed 
May 4, 1946, the Tariff Board enquired into the claim ol 
the Sewing Machine Industry for protection The Taiiff 
Board recommended protection which was granted. This 
protection is now due to empire on March 81, 1050. The 
Tariff Board have conducted a fresh enquiry, and made the 
following recommendations: — • 

(i) That, the exist rag protective duties should he con- 
tinued for a period of three years, ending March 31, 1953 

(ii) That item 72(11) of tho Schedule to the Indian 
Customs Tariff should he amended accordingly to show that 
protection is due to expire on March 81, 1953, under the 
column entitled “Duration of protective rates of duty’’. 


(iii) That the distinction between industrial and domestic 
machines should be clearly defined as follow s : 

(a) sewing machines ol a landed cost above Its. 300, 

inclusive oi the cost of cover, should be regarded 
as industrial machines, 

(b) sewing machines oi a landed cost ot Its. 300 or 
below should be regarded us domestic machines, 
and 

(c) it the landed cost of a sewing machine exceeds 
Rs. 300 merely because it is filled with certain 
special apparatus, e.g., an electric rnotoi or a 
carrying easo or u cabinet with a number of 
drawers, it should still be regarded as u domestic 
machine if it is really classifiable as such. 

(iv) That the existing facilities in respect of transport of 
raw materials and finished products and tor procurement 
ot special steels, plywood veneer and bourds, cellulose 
paints and' plating materials, and needles, should he main- 
tained, and 

(v) That all the units in the industry should maintain 
and forward to tho Tariff Board detailed cost data at the 
end oi every half year, und statistics of production, sates 
and sincks, together with the list of selling prices, at the 
end of each quarter. 

2. Government accept all tho recommendations. The
